M. Le Lt. Verdooren, who belongs 
to the fchooner Le Dauphin, lying ae 
anchor behind Stockgate, in che view 
of Lillo, received orders from Lieut, 
Cuperns commander of the {chooner, 
to go and reconnoitre a brig under Im- 
perial colours, which was fajling down 
the Schelde : on this, Lieut. Verdoo* 
ten demanded of the commander of 
the Auftrian thip where he was going ? 
To which he anfwered, “ He was go-
